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EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 



I have been prompted to collect and publish the family records found on tbe following 
pages, principally to preserye them tu sncli persons as may liavc a special interest in them at 
the present time, and to Uieir descendants of future gencjutious. 

In some instances, only [lartial accounts of persons or families have neen oDtalned; but, In 
most cases, tlio full name, date of birth, of marriage, and of decease, are given in detail. 

Little is said of personal character, position in life, business pursuits, etc, as, in reference 
to a mujority of persons, Uie neecssai'y reliable information for such purposes could not readily 
be procured. 

Georos Ciark's descendants are traced in a direct line only through his son Gkorob, his 
gi'andson GBonaB, and great-grandson Hbzbkiaii. Then follows a full family record of Pkck 
Clakk (youngest son of Hezbkiah), bis children, grandchildren, etc., and their internuuriagcs. 
Some account is given of the family of AAitON Clauk (sbn of said Ubzbjuad) and of his son 
Aakon Ola UK, Jr. 

Danibl KBiJX)aa'8 recoixl docs little more than to show the direct lino of descent through 
Ills son Samukl and bis grandson ICi'BNbtuh, Sr. ; but gives a full record of his great-grandson 
James Kblloqo, Sr., and his descendants. 

Edwaud Nash and descendants are given only through his son John, 8r., grandson John, 
Jr., great-grandson £dwaki>, and his great-grtiat-graii(lHlau«{liter Lydia, who marded Jambs 
Kbllogo, St., November 4, 1779, at Norwalk, Connecticut, where the Nasq family record 
closes.

GEORGE CLARK AND DESCENDANTS. 



The following genetlogfcal skotchos of Qvorob ClarKi the planter, and hlB descendants 
were coiupUed from sundry publUbcd volumos of family rec^orda and from the choi'cli record* 
of MiUurd and the Pi*obate records at New Uayeii, Coiniceticat : 

« 

1. (aisoitOE Clakk, the planter, with his wife Sarah and two children, emi- 
grated from England to America in the year A. D. 1637, in comp:iny witli Rev. 
John Davenport and his congi*e(^ation (from Kent and Surrey, neHr London,) to- 
gether witli several other parties. of wealth and respectability— the whole form- 
ing a considerable colony of persons, who, early in the year 1637, left England 
to cioape persecution on account of their religious belief, and to take up their 
abode in tlie Now World. They landed at Boston, in Mjissachusotts, where they 
reniuiued about one year; but for several reasons Mr. Davenport, Rev. Mr. 
Frudden, and their companions, decided to leave Hoston and make their perma- 
nent settlement at Kew Ilaveu, ConneeticMt, then known by the Indian name of 
Quiunipiack. They sailed from Boston, March 30, 1638, and readied Quinni- 
piack in about two weeks. Mr. Davenport preached his first sermon there on 
the 18th of April, 1638. 

In the year 1039, a part of Mr. Davenport's congregation, including George 
Clark (1), Peter Pruildcn, and several other persons, removed from New Haven 
and settled at Milford, then known by its Indian name of Wopowage, it being 
about ten miles westerly from New Haven. They organized a church at Milford 
on the 2d day of August, 1639, witli Rev. Peter Pruilden for their minister, and 
on the same day the church at New Ilaveu was organized, with Mr. Davenport 
as minister. , 

(leurgo Clark (1) ccmtirmed to reside at Milford during the remainder of his 
life, lie was a **free planter'' and a man of considerable property and inllii- 
ence, being much respected in the church and in the community. He was many 
times a Deputy or Representative from Milford to the General Court* of New 
Haven and (\)un(H:tieut, the two Colonies being .separate and distinct until 
their nnicm on the 1 1th of May, 1665, under the name of Connecticut. 

He died in August, 1690, at about eighty years of age, '* leaving a good es- 
tate, as appears by his will, dated April 26, 1689/' and recorded in the Probate 
records at New Haven. 

The death of his wife Sarah occurred July 19, 1689. They had nine children, 
as follows:

Gkokge Clakk ^d, (5), the third soa of Geurge Clark (I), the planter, was 
born at Milford, New Haven County, Connecticut. The church records of Mil- 
ford show that he was bupti/xid on the 30th of April, 1648, making it probable 
that his birth occurred early in the saiue year. Little is kno.wn of his youth and 
early manhood ; but the town and church records of ^Milford show that he was a 
Deacon in the church there, and that he was many times a Deputy or Kepresent- 
ative from Milford to the General Court of Conuticticut. He resided in Milford 
until his death, which occurred in the year 1734, at the advanced ago of eighty- 
six years, laiich esteemed and respected. The day on which he died is not given, 
but his will, dated April 24, 1784, and i-ecorded in the Probate records of New 
Haven, states that his death was expected within a few days from that time. 

The name of his wife was Abigail, by whom he had four children, as follows :

George Clark 3d, (14), the.youngcst son of George Clark 2d, (5), was born at 
Milford, Connecticut, in the year 168(i. The day of his birth is not known ; but 
tlie charoh records of Milford state that he was baptized September 20, 1686, 
making it more than probable that he was born in that year. Although it is not 
now known (in 1876) when his marriage took place, it appears probable that it 
occurred about the year 1722. His wife's name was Mary. After his marriage, 
be continued to reside at Milford until his death, in the year 1702, at about 
seventy-six years of age. It a])pears by his will, dated at Milford, in August, 
1762, and recorded in the Probate records of New Haven, that he was suffering 
under a severe sickness at that time, and his death expected within a few days. 
Hezekiah (16) and Job (16) his two oldest sons, were executors of his estate 
under the will. His will contains- the following item : 

*' I give to the church of which I am u member, uiui Mr. Pruddeu* the miniBtcr, a silver 
tankui*d, eoHtiu{< not led^ tliau twelve i>ouDdii (sterling), to bo >;iveu by my turn Job out of bis 
portion."

HEZEKIAII CLARK (15) AND DESCENDANTS. 

IlEZGKiAn Clauk (15), the lirst soiiof Goorp^ii Ciiirk :M, (U), was bom atMii- 
ford, Connecticut, in tlie year 172JJ. The churcli retcinis of Milfonl show that 
he \yas baptizcil there Soptoinber 1, 1723. He \v:i.s ni:u*ne«l, aboiil thoyear 1740, 
to Mary Peek, of Bethany, Now Uavou Comity, Coiino<!licut. He purehascl 
a farm in Bethany and lived there after bin niurriati^e until 177G. In tliat year ho 
entei'cd the Revolutionary Army, where ho waa attacked w ith niiUi^nant dysen- 
tery, of whicli he died the same year, aged filty-three years. His reiiuains were 
afterwards buried in the cemetery at Bethany.

May 12, 1805, to Polly 
Kellogg (552), daughter of Janes Kellugg, Sr. ,io27)'^ and, in 1800, removed 
to Northliold, Litchlield County, Conneetieut, where he resided twelve years. 
In May, 1818, he removed his family to Conneaut (then Salem), in Ashtabula 
County, Ohio, where he lived until his death, on the 2d of Augu.st, 1854, aged 
eighty-two years seven montlis and eightei u ilays. He w:ls a devout member of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church. Alter his ileath his wiilow lived with Inn* 
childreu at Cleveland, Ohio, and died October 7, 1803, ugi*d eiglity years nine 
months and nine days. The remains of both were interred in the Cemetery on 
the South Ridge, in Conneaut, Ohio.

James Kellogg, Sr. (527), was a practical farmer and engaged in other busi- 
ness from time to time. lie raisiul a family of fourti^ea children, most of wliom 
had, in their turn, large families of their own. llis .s<ms James (r>51), Klij:ih 
(6/>I)), Uufus (554), Kdward (550), and Fredcuick (557), lived at home until 
about twenty-one years of age, with limited opp(»rtunities for aetpiiriiig an edu- 
cation, but, possi-t.^sing remarkable endowments of mind, littingthem for busi- 
ness pursuits, they engaged in merchandising.' 

James (551), the oldest, when about twenty-live years of age, began selling 
dry goods and other articles of trade from a peddler's wagon to retail merchants 
and othei-s, in the States of New Jersey, Central Pennsylvania, and N(u-thern 
Virginia, llis stock was purchased in New York and Philadelphia, mostly in 
the former city, lie made regular trips to the retail dealers on certain routes 
of travel and supplied them with such articles as th(;y needed.
